, Since 1A47, 76ft students 
from Europe, Pakistan and the 
Phlliipines have been sponsor­ 
ed by the American Field Serv­ 
ice to this country.

In comparing European 
schools to ours, Christa men­ 
tioned that there are no co-ed­ 
ucation schools and school .is 
attended six days a week. In 
,the high schools 'there are no 
written tests. Most of the grad­ 
ing is judged from oral tests 
that the teachers give the stu­ 
dents.

When asked "what impressed 
her most about America, Chris- 
ta'replied, "the American par­ 
ticipation In the preservation 
of democracy in this country 
Is outstanding. In Austria there 
Is state control of activities 
and parents dp not participate 

. ajt largely in group activties as 
t they do in. America. «We do, 

however, have a democratic 
form of government."

Christa, who is interested in 
writing, would like to pursue a 
career, as ra. journalist when 
she is through school.

"Out of 100 or 1500 students 
who apply for an American 
Held Service Scholarship in 
Denmark, only 65 Danish stu 

. dents are chosen for this hon­ 
or," Carl Hoybe of Copenhag­ 
en, Denmark, commented in 
Ms speech.

Students art carefully 
screened with scholastic stand­ 
ing, sports participation and 
Home life considered import 
ant qualifications for this 
scholarship. Carl's most out 
standing impression of Ameri 
ea, he stated, was "The high 
standard of living hi this 
country."
